E. C. Hughes Tried to Make 
His Escape With $48 
Diamond. 


A young man of good appearance, a 
pleasant and interesting talker, enteree 
Shaul & May’s place, Peachtree and De- 
catur streets, asking to ‘be shown some 
daimonds, saying that. he wished to buy 


a ring. } 

To E. A. Tobias, the clerk he had 
addressed, he presented a letter of in- 
troduction signed apparently by Dr. L. 
Amster, a well-known Atlanta physician, 
in which the bearer, E. C. Hughes, was 
given indorsement as a reputable busi- 
ness man. Pinned to the letter was*a 
check upon the Central Trust and Bank- 
ing Corporation for $50. Saying ‘that 
he wanted to invest that amount In 
a ring. the visitor was given a collec- 
tion from which to make a éelection, 
He picked a ring valued at $48 and as 
he passed over the check and the letter 
he was handed the ring and $2 in 
change. 

“Now,” said Mr. Tobias, 
a@ perfect stranger to me, 
walk over to Dr. Amster’s office 
the street for an identification.” 

The purchaser acquiesced and 
the street the seller and buyer walked. 
Just as they entered the Fourth: Na- 
tional Bank building the stranger. made 
a dive, and toward the viaduct he ran. 
Right behind him was Clerk Tobias. At 
the daylight corner the fugitive darted 
down the stairway to the railroad track, 
followed by a@ crowd drawn by Mr, To- 
bias’ ‘“‘catch the thief,’’ “‘stop: the thief,” 
and other cries.

From the roof of the car he leaped to 
the roof of the building where he was 
finally captured. Facing his captors he 
remarked coolly: 

‘Well, you've got me, ‘have you?” 

To the police officer who was called 
in he surrendered the. $2. He had thrown 
away the diamond fng in the box as 
he ran and that had been picked up. 
He declined to discuse the matter further 
than to say that ‘he had been caught. 
Dr. Amster knows nothing of the man, 
who is now in 4 cell at police headquar- 
ters.

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GRADY TRUSTEES 
HOLD MEETING 


Medical Board May Allow 
Two Internes to Re- 
consider. 


Following a nteeting of the Grady hos- 
pital medical board, at which it was de- 
cided to recommend to the trustees of 
the institution that the resignations of 
the Grady hospital staff be acceptea, 
the trustees of the institution came to- 
gether yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
for the purpose of acting on the recom- 
mendation. 

President Joseph Hirsch presided. 
After hearing the original resignation of 
the staff read by the secretary, those 
present listened to Dr. George H. Noble, 
of the medical board, who went into the 
matter of conversation between -nurses 
and internes, touched on a petition from 
the staff for a modification of the ruie, 
and traced the trouble generally. 

Also appearing before the trustees 
was Dr. J. C. Olmsted, who reportea 
on the probability of securing internes 
to fill the vacancies by today, when the 
resignations take effect. He said De- 
fore the attitude of the hospital staff 
would be tolerated, the members of thea 
medical board would take up the duties 
of the institution. He said it had been 
intimated to him that two of the start 
who had resigned might want to recon- 
sider’ their action and return to thetr 
posts. Dr. Olmsted would giye no 
names. 

Several of the internes disclaimed any 
knowledge of this, one of them stating 
that a nurse had only approached sev- 
eral of the doctors in an effort to bring 
about their return. 

This question having arisen it was 
suggested that the two men be allowea 
to resume their duties. On motion it 
was decided to put up to the medical 
board the question of whether this 
should be allowed or whether the board 
should fill the vacancies entirely with 
new men. 

The resignation of Dr. Floyd W. Mc- 
Rae was accepted, and instructions 
were given to thank him for past ger- 
vices and extend the regrets of the 
board of trustees.

FALSE ARREST 
IS HIS CLAIM 


B, L. Bingham Enters Suit for 
$25,000 Dam- 
ages, 


Alleging that he- had been falsely 
imprisoned and falsely charged with 
larceny, B, L. Bingham yesterday en- 
tered suit for $25,000 damages against 
M. L. Thrower and C: W. Crymes. 

The plaintiff claims that on Decem- 
ber 25, 1907, he was arrested on a war- 
rant in Justice Dodgen’s court 
for larceny. This was sworn out, so 
he states, by the two defendants, who 
alleged he had appropriated funds be- 
longing to the Owens Mill Manufac- 
turing Company. The defendants are 
officials of the Owens Manufacturing 
Company, and the plaintiff was em- 
ployed by them.

He says the solicitor 
general of the superior court refused 
to make out a bill against him, and 
that the judge of that court issued an 
order dismissing the case, without ever 
having it brought to trial.

Lincoln, Neb., June 23.—Announcing 
the republican platform as a silent 
repudiation of almost every Roosevelt- 
jan principle, Wiliam J. Bryan today 
compieted a summary of the work of 
the Chicago convention.

The platform is a 
silent repudiation of nearly every prom- 
ise of reform that the president and 
his followers have given to the country. 
It begins with.a eulogy of the presi- 
dent, ‘in no other period since the days 
of Lincoln,’ according to the platform, 
‘has there been such mighty progress 
in those ideals of government which 
make for justice, equality and fair deal- 
ing among men.’ 

“"The highest aspirations of the 
American people have found a voice.’ (A 
reflection is here impMed that previous 
republican presidents have failed to fur- 
nish a voice for the ‘highest aspirations 
of the American people.’) 

“Their most exalted servant repre- 
sents the best aims and worthiest pur- 
poses Of all his country. American man- 
hood has been lifted to a noble senge 
of duty and obligation. 

Bryan Asks a Question. 


“Without asking why the republican 
party hag held office and divided the 
official salaries among its partisans s0 
long without giving us a president who 
represented ‘the best aims and worth- 
lest purposes of the people;’ without

HAS KILLED THREE MEN. 


Negro Is Being Held by Authorities 
in Valdosta.

Bryan Says the Document Is a Si- 
Repudiation of Almost 
Every Promise of Re- 
form Made by the 
President, 


lent 
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Lincoln, Neb., June 23.—Announcing 
the republican platform as a silent 
repudiation of almost every Roosevelt- 
ian principle, William J. Bryan today 
completed a summary of the work of 
the Chicago convention. Mr. Bryan, 
in this summary, said: 

“Have you read the republican plat- 
form? If not, you ought to read it. The 
contest in the republican party between 
the reformer and Stand-patter is for 
the present at an end, with the stand- 
patter in the saddie. The platform is a 
silent repudiation of nearly every prom- 
ise of reform that the president and 
his followers have given to the country. 
It begins with a eulogy of the presi- 
dent, ‘in no other period since the days 
of Lincoln,’ according to tthe platform, 
‘has there been such mighty progress 
in those ideals of government which 
make for justice, equality and fair deal- 
ing among men.’ 

““The highest aspirations of the 
American people have found a voice.’ (A 
reflection is here implied that previous 
republican presidents have failed to fur- 
nish a voice fer the ‘highest aspirations 
of the American people.’) 

“Their most exalted servant repre- 
sents the best aims and worthiest pur- 
poses Of all his country. American man- 
hood has been lifted to a noble sense 
of duty and Obligation. 

Bryan Asks a Question. 

“Without asking why the republican 
party has held office and divided the 
Official salaries among its partisans s0 
long without giving us a president who 
represented ‘the best aims and worth- 
lest purposes of the people;’ without 
asking why no other republican presi- 
dent in recent days, ‘has lifted Ameri- 
can manhood to a noble sense of duty 
and obligation,” we may ask it is that 
the republican convention spends so 
much time in expressing praise of. the 
president and gives so little attention to 
the specific indorsement of the things 
he has advocated? But the president 
must not feel that. he is the only republi- 
can deserving of praise. The recent con- 
gresses, according to the platform, have 
been full of patriots, and the republican 
legislators have been keeping ‘step in 
the forward march to better govern- 
ment.’ What does the presider’ think 
of being bracketed with republican sen- 
ators and members of congress in this 
indiscriminate praise? Nothing. is said 
of the conspiracy formed among the re- 
publican leaders ov the senate to defeat 
the president's railroad rate bill; no 
intimation is here given that he sent 
several messages to congress in a vain 
endeavor to get the lower house to take 
up the reforms which he was urging. 

“The president must resent the fact 
that the platform expresses no grati- 
tude to the democratic members and 
senators for supporting him when the 
republicans deserted him. Not only doeg 
the platform fail to give the democrats 
credit for helping the president in every 
effort to lift up American manhood to 
‘noble sense of duty and obligation,’ 
but it actually condemns the filibuster 
which the democratic minority insti- 
tuted and ‘carried on for, the express 
purpose of compelling republicans to 
carry out the president's recommenda- 
tions. Mr. Williams, leader of the mi- 
nority, time and again called tpon the 
republicans furnish thirty waotes in 
support of president’s policies and 
pledged democratic minority to 
furnish remaining number of votes 
necessary carry out several of the 
president's recommendations, and yet 
the men who wrote platform pre- 
sume upon the ignorance of the public, 
and complain that the filibuster pre- 
vented the enactment of whole- 
some and progressive 

The Currency Bill. 


“Me writers of the 
cially commend § the 
emergency currency bDill’—a bill 
combined two features, one of which 
had been rejected by the senate, and@ 
the other by the house. So long as 
there was a chance for a discussion 
there was sufficient republican opposi- 
tlon to condemn both features of the 
bill. but under the influence of a few 
financiers the bill was rushed through 
during the closing hours with all of 
the bad features restored and all of 
the good ones’elfminated. How proud 
the republican boases in the senate and 
house must feel to have their work 
thus indorsed by a repnblican national! 
convention. 

“The plank demanding a permanent 
change in the currency system is gen- 
eral enough to permit the republican 
section of 
the country the system most popular 
there, and sufficiently indefinite to en- 
able congress to do whatever it pleases 
or nothing without violating any 
pledge. 
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The Trust Plank. 


“The trust plank must prove a dis- 
appointment to every republican who 
has come to understand the iniquity 
of the arusts. There is no demand for 
a rigid enforcement of the law; there 
is no suggestion that the criminal 
clause—which has not yet brought the 
trust malefactor within the walls of 
a penitentiary—should be called into 
use. The platform says that the law 
can be strengthened by amendments 
which will enlarge the supervision of, 
the general government, but these 
amendments are not mentioned and 
there is nothing in this plank of the 
platform that can be appealed to to 
secure any real improvement in the 
law. If the president with all of his 
strenuosity has not been able to en- 
force the criminal law against a sin- 
Ele trust, what progress can be made 
with such an anti-trust plank as that 
inserted in the republican platform? 

“There is a plank in the platform in 
favor of such legislation and super- 
vision, ‘as will prevent the future over- 
issue of stocks and bonds by inter- 
State carriers.’ 

“This is good, but it is coupled wit) 
the advocacy of a pooling arrangement 
which makes a large concession to the 
railroads without exacting eny security 
to the public, for the convention voted

“The negro comes in for his quadren- 
nial quota of taffy.- He is. reminded 
that the republican party gave him free- 
dom and citizenship, and in this there 
is the implied warning that he must 
not use his citizenship against the 
party that gave it to him, It boasts 
that he ig indebted to that party fo 
his political rights and for his progress 
in intelligence, industry, etc. The re- 
publican party has made political capi- 
tal out of the negro for more than a 
third of a century.

“If the democrats have done any- 
thing that they ought not to have done, 
why have not the republicans pre- 
vented it?

‘We condemn all devices which have 
for their real aim his (the negro’'s) 
disfranchisement for reasons of color 
alone as unfair, unamerican and repug- 
nant to the supreme law of the land.’

Most of the Big Operators 
on Vacations 


Pressure Against Rock Island Secu- 
rities Not as Acute as the Day 
Before, and Some Recov- 
ery in Those Stocks 
Resulted. 


New York, June 23.—So far as they 
were mirrored in the auxiliary mar- 
kets, events had no important bearing 
on values, and prices moved sluggishly 
and hesitatingly today, under the in- 
fluence of professional operations. The 
market was one of typical summer 
dullness, and the expectation of this 
kind of affairs was shown in the read- 
iness with which a motion was adopied 
to close the stock exchange on Friday, 
July 3, in order to prolong the Inde- 
pendence day holiday from Thuraday 
evening until the first Monday. Many 
of the most influential men of the fi- 
nancial affairs are already absent on 
prolonged vacations, and traders and 
commission houses apparently recog- 
nize the futility of hopes of an active 
market. The midseason between con- 
ventions of the great political parties 
is one particularly discouraging to any 
detinite committments in pursuance of 
speculative views. The trend of the 
discussion in the financial district 
shows that possibilities of disturbance 
of confidence and unsettlement of bus- 
iness sentiment, as a result of the 
progress of the political campaign, are 
beginning to be canvassed. The like- 
lihnood that questions of wage adjust- 
ments will be precipitated into the sit- 
uation is regarded as threatening s8e- 
rious complications of the whole prob- 
lem. The outcome of the crops, also, 
is included in the douvtful factors, 
which must remain a source of possible 
unsettlement of the speculation up te 
the period of the actual. harvest. The 
grain markets sufficiently indicate the 
vacillations of opinion on this all- 
importgnt topic. Sentiment here today 
varied between the fnfuence of im- 
proved weather conditions for the win- 
ter wheat harvest and the shift of some 
unfavorable weather symptoms to the 
spring wheat belt. The acute pressure 
against the Hock Island securities, 
which weakened the market yester- 
day, subsided today and this was the 
most important element in the re- 
covery which set in. This was inter- 
rupted by occasional setbacks and by 
weakness in special stocks. Chesa- 
peake and Ohio felt the effect of the 
speculation liquidation of holdings ac- 
quired under the influence of rumors 
6? an option on controlling amounts of 
the stock in the interest of a combina- 
tion with another, system. The weak- 
ness in Anaconda and Amalgamated 
Copper was accompanied by reports 
subsequently denied of a destructive 
fire in the mines of the companies. 
There were rather erratic fluctuations 
in Westinghouse Electric in view of the 
imminence of the decision of the fate 
of the company as Involved in the 
adoption of the reorganization: plan. 
Some Interest js shown in the decision 
to be made by the United States treas- 
ury in the meeting of. the maturity on 
August |, of upwards of sixty mil- 
lions of the @panish war loan. An 
early announcement. from the treas- 
ury department is looked for, indicat- 
ing whether the paying offror refund- 
ing of this issue is intended, as the ac- 
tion taken may have an important 
bearing on the money market. Trust 
companies are beginning the prepara- 
tion to replenish their cash reserves up 
to the 10 per cent level required by 
July |, and to this fact is attribuated 
a slightly less urgency in offerings of 
funds to loan, which has caused the 
firmer tone in the money market in the 
last few days.
